CAPTAIN JOHN CONNERY,
formerly of the New York Hbralb, is among the wounded
at the Armory Hospital in Washington. He was one of the
first shot in the affair at Deep Bottom, while in command
of tbe One Hundred and Seventieth regiment New York
Volunteers., and leading them In a charge. Tbe wound is
of a most dangerous character, being in the left breast,
just under the collar bone. Tbe lung is seriously Injured,
and tbe location of the bullet has oot yet been discovered.
The surgeooa of the hospital, consisting of Prs. Bliss,
Sheldon, Woodbury aad Van Slack, with tbeir assistants,
are unremitting in their attendance upon birn. Ob Wed¬
nesday morning Dr. J. P. Garrish, of New York, arrived,
in company with Dr. K. D. Connery, lather of the wounded
offloer.to assist in tbe treatment of the patient. Some
hope Is entertained of bis ultimate recovery.

present to proceed to Washington on his Important mis¬
sion. He is under tbe medical charge of Surgeon John
Lynch, of Houston street, and It is hoped that be will
sooq be able to fulfil tbe important mission entrusted to
bim.
